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Suggests Special Town Meeting To 
Revoke Outstanding Garbage Permits 


Health Board Member Stacey Presents Minority 
Report on Situation — Court Action Feared 


Warning of the danger from a 
possible infantile paralysis epi- 
demic, Franklin H. Stacey of the 
Board of Health, writing only as a 
member, and not for the Board, 
this week communicated with the 
Board of Selectmen in regard to a 
special town meeting authorizing 
the revoking of all 1945 garbage 
permits. The pre-Town-Meeting 
award of yearly contracts is appar- 
ently the stumbling-block that has 
held up the town’s municipal col- 
lection of garbage. 

The letter to the Selectmen fol- 
lows: 
yentlemen: 

I believe the present situation in 
regard to the garbage is a very 
dangerous menace to the Health 
of Andover. If Infantile Paralysis 
is the result of a bite from some 
fly or insect, it is quite possible 
that accumulated garbage might 
be the breeding place for them. 

Will you kindly advise if a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting should vote to 
authorize the Board of Health ag 
a matter of public health to revoke 
any or all Permits issued for 1945; 
it would be permissible and their 
duty. to take such action, and 
award the contract according to 
the vote at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, 

I would appreciate an early re- 
ply that the potential danger might 
be lessened.

A minority report on the situa- 
tion was issued by Mr. Stacey this 
week, It follows: 

For over 88 years as milk in- 
spector and a member of the Board 


of Health, I have made a careful 


study of the garbage situation. 
Have always considered it a seri- 


ous menace to the public health, 
but at the present time under our 
emergency living conditions our 
resistance is lowered and it might 
be dangerous. This has been 
brought before the town on several 
occasions but either on the cost 
or lack of details has been post- 
poned for Further Study. This can 
not go on forever. 


Last year I contacted 27 towns 
with the average population of An- 
dover. Twenty-two of these did 
collect the garbage at an average 
cost of $3,600. In none of these 
places were any separate contracts 
mentioned, that is commercial or 
residential. It is a fact however, 
that in many cities there are ar; 
rangements made for cdllections 
from cafes and restaurants. This 
is done mostly because the collec- 
tions are made after 10 p. m. and 
before 6 a. m. 


As a result of this survey I had 
an article in the last warrant call- 
ing for the collection in Andover 
at a cost not exceeding $4,000. This 


was passed by an overwhelming — 


vote. Feeling sure that it would 
pass, I wanted to issue all the per- 
mits as temporary, to expire when, 
and if, a contract was signed. 'They 
were however issued for One Year. 
The specifications were drawn up 
by the Board of Health and the 
Board of Selectmen, then revised 
iby the Town Counsel. Receiving 
them -from his office, they were

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Special Town Meeting? 


Mr. Stacey of the Board of 
Health has implied in a letter to 
the Board of Selectmen that it 
might be well to have a special 
town meeting to give his Board au- 
thority to cancel all outstanding 
permits for garbage collection. Mr. 
Stacey feels that there is a very 
urgent need for having the town 
garbage collection instituted at 
once in order to prevent an out- 
break of infantile paralysis. 


It doesn’t seem quite that ur- 
gent somehow, because apparently 
the thing that is holding up the 
municipal collection of garbage is 
the fact that garbage IS now be- 
ing collected, privately, under per- 
mits issued by the ‘Board of Health 
before the meeting. Mr. Stacey 
seems to imply that there are ac- 
cumulations of garbage. While we 
feel that municipal collection is 
far the best and fairest manner of 
handling this problem, we do know 
that under those permits no one 
need allow his garbage to be ac- 
cumulated to a point where it 
would be a serious detriment to 
the public health. Nobody wants to 
go to a town meeting on a nice 
summer evening unless it is ab- 
solutely essential, and this matter 
certainly does not require such an 
extreme measure. 

We do feel that some solution can 
be worked out so that the munici- 
pal collection can be gotten under- 
way. That was the wish of the 
voters and jt is unfortunate that 
technicalities have arisen which 
make the public vote apparently 
useless at the moment.

adopted and bids called for, as per 
these specifications. The contract 


at a joint meeting was awarded to 
Mr. Chadwick. ‘The contract was 
then drawn up by the Town Coun- 
sel and signed by Mr. Chadwick. 
He presented the bond and evi- 
dence that he had complied with 
all the details, insurance, etc. Be- 
fore the Town Boards signed The 
Board of Selectmen requested the 
Board of Health to ascertain if 
there was any danger of an in- 
junction or legal action against the 
town if the outstanding permits 
were revoked. The Town Counsel 
expressed an opinion that there 
was some danger. Mr. White 
claimed he had, and had had, a 
written contract with Phillips 
Academy for 15 years to collect the 
garbage from the Academy Dining 
Hall. Another meeting of the Board 
of Health and Board of Selectmen 
was held with the Town Counsel 
and Mr. Chadwick both present. 
The original contract called for 
daily collections from Restaurants, 
Dining Halls, hotels and other eat- 
ing places. With the Phillips Acad- 
emy dining halls out it meant that 
three days a week it would be nec- 
essary to send a truck and two 
men to collect from Scanlon’s, 
Shawsheen Manor and Spa. This 
was of course out of the question 
as he had depended on the dining 
halls and the Phillips Inn. The 
Town Counsel ruled that the con- 
tract could not be changed, but 
might be modified. It was altered 
to read: “In regard to daily col- 
lections, but this provision in 
whole or in part, may be aived 
or varied between July 1st, 1946 
and January 1st 1946, by and with- 
in the sole discretion of the Board 
of Health.” There was also added

against my objection: “Nothing in 
this contract hall be construed as 
an agreemet upon the Town and/or 
the Board of Health to revoke ex- 
isting licenses (permits) ? for the 
collection and disposal of garbage 
affect the right to issue any such 
licenses during the term of this li- 
cense.” Mr. Chadwick was advised 
by his counsel not to sign this. It 
has been suggested the work be 
done by the Board of Public 
Works. There is no doubt that this 
would cost the Town from $12,000 
to $15,000, from 8 to 10 thousand 
more than the present plan. The 
garbage would then have to be 
sold, probably not over $3,000. Be- 
fore being removed, would it be 
stored on Park street, or Buxton 
court, or the Shaw Estate. I believe 
the original contract should have 
been signed by the Boards, the 
permits or licenses revoked, and 
let the court decide if any one 
should take action against the 
town, if the public health and vote 
of the Town was not sufficient 
cause for such action. Special per- 
mits or licenses could be issued 
for collection of ashes and rub- 
bish.
